To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1959. 

The  Report  commences  with  a  summary  of  the  year’s  statistics. 
There  was  a  slight  increase  in  both  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 
The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low  on  the  whole.  There 
has,  however,  been  an  increase  in  the  occurrence  of  venereal 
disease. 

The  most  disturbing  feature  that  has  to  be  reported  is  the 
unsatisfactorily  high  Infantile  Mortality  and  high  Stillbirth  Rates. 
Comment  on  this  matter  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report ;  suffi¬ 
cient  here  to  say  that  this  can  only  be  dealt  with  by  an  all-out 
combined  effort  of  the  Hospitals,  General  Practitioner  Service 
and  the  Local  Authority  Services. 

The  dryness  and  sunshine  of  the  summer  led  to  a  water 
shortage,  which  although  causing  grave  apprehension  was  termi¬ 
nated  by  nature  and  the  help  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  and 
other  authorities’  Water  Supplies  just  in  time. 

The  use  of  the  ambulances  continues  its  ever  upward  trend. 
In  spite  of  efforts  to  curb  this  there  has  been  the  highest  demand 
yet  from  the  public. 

Child  Welfare  attendances  have  increased  and  the  Ante-Natal 
Services  have  had  the  same  number  of  patients  making  more 
attendances. 

The  greatest  shortage  in  staff  has  been  in  Health  Visitors 
and  this  is  doubtless  hampering  the  Local  Authority’s  efforts  to 
reduce  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate.  Dental  work  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  field  is  also  static  owing  to  staff  shortage. 
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In  Mental  Health  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  significant 
developments.  The  assistance  of  a  part-time  Psychiatrist, 
especially  a  Child  Psychiatrist,  would  help  to  bridge  an  important 
gap  in  the  development. 

Matters  concerning  environmental  health  are  set  out  in  Sec¬ 
tions  3,  4  and  5.  Mr.  Snodgrass,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Ins¬ 
pector,  has  helped  me  in  the  preparation  of  these  Sections.  Work 
of  clearing  insanitary  houses  has  steadily  progressed  and  the 
cleared  sites  waiting  for  development  are  a  proof  of  the  work  done. 
The  supervision  of  food  has  received  constant  attention. 

The  sectional  heads  in  the  Health  Department  deserve  high 
praise  for  their  efforts  to  produce  work  of  a  high  standard  and 
they  have  been  well  supported  by  the  other  members  of  their  staff. 
I  should  like  to  add  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
staff  which  has  made  possible  a  report  recording  such  extensive 
activities.  We  welcome  Dr.  G.  A.  Levell  as  Deputy  M.O.H.  to 
the  Staff. 

To  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  I 
tender  my  thanks  for  your  interest  in  defining  policy  and  support 
of  the  department  in  carrying  out  the  work  during  the  year.

Births. — The  birth-rate  in  Bury  for  1959  was  16.59  per  1,000, 
and  is  0.98  per  1,000  higher  than  the  previous  year.  The  birth¬ 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1959  was  16.5  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion. 


Deaths. — The  Bury  death-rate  per  1,000  of  population  for 
1959  was  14.34.  There  were  altogether  a  total  of  1,029  deaths 
registered  in  the  County  Borough.  Of  these  deaths,  323  were 
of  persons  not  usually  resident  in  the  Borough.  By  excluding 
these  deaths  of  non-residents,  the  number  of  deaths  is  reduced 
to  706,  to  which  must  be  added  129  deaths  of  Bury  residents 
which  have  occurred  in  other  districts.  The  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  County  Borough  is  thus  835,

II. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 
THE  AREA. 


GENERAL. 

Administration  and  Co-ordination. 

Details  of  the  constitution  of  the  Health  Committee,  its 
Sub-Committees,  and  the  Health  Department  Staff  have  changed 
little  since  described  on  pages  18  and  19  of  the  1958  report.  Co¬ 
operation  between  the  hospitals,  general  practitioners,  and  the 
Local  Authority  Health  Services  is  good  and  easy  working.  The 
arrangements  made  in  previous  reports  have  been  maintained  and 
further  extended. 

Voluntary  Organisations. 

(a)  The  District  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  Queen’s 
Nurses  on  an  agency  basis.  This  is  administered  from  the 
Health  Department  at  the  Town  Hall,  where  the  Local  Committee 
meets. 

(b)  The  Bury  Family  Welfare  Association  gives  aid  (cloth¬ 
ing,  food,  &c. )  to  tuberculous  and  certain  other  cases  referred 
by  the  Authority’s  officers.  The  W.V.S.  has  a  children’s  cloth¬ 
ing  exchange  which  proves  very  beneficial. 

(c)  The  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Council  has  a  Committee 
and  Worker  in  Bury.  The  Local  Authority  makes  a  ,£100  grant 
per  annum,  and  also  financially  assists  individual  cases. 

(d)  The  N.S.P.C.C.,  through  its  Inspector,  is  in  frequent 
contact  with  the  Health  Department. 
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Health  Education. 


Throughout  the  department  it  is  thought  that  the  most 
effective  method  of  health  education  is  by  personal  contact  and 
from  individual  instruction  given  by  members  of  the  staff  of  all 
sections  of  the  health  department. 

It  is  considered  that  the  primary  function  of  the  Health 
Visitor  is  educational  in  health  matters  and  giving  social  advice, 
and  with  the  closer  integration  of  the  District  Nursing  Service 
in  the  health  department  a  more  positive  attitude  to  general 
preventive  measures  is  being  fostered  in  patients.  Constant  atten¬ 
tion  is  given  by  School  Nurses  to  these  matters  and  with  the 
recently  introduced  changes  in  the  method  of  school  medical  in¬ 
spection  more  frequent  visiting  at  schools  is  possible.  We  are 
hampered  in  these  developments  by  the  inability  to  obtain  more 
Health  Visitors. 

Attached  to  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  there  is  a  relaxation  class 
for  expectant  mothers  at  which  regular  talks  are  given  by  the 
.Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  or  her  deputy  on  the  hygiene  of 
pregnancy  and  its  problems.  At  each  Child  Welfare  Centre  a 
Health  Visitor  is  present  for  instructional  purposes.  She  is 
relieved  of  much  duty  in  weighing  babies  or  clerical  work  by  the 
provision  of  a  clinic  nurse  and  clerk. 

The  usual  supply  of  pamphlets,  posters  and  other  handouts 
are  given  but  unless  these  are  emphasised  by  personal  stimulation 
they  soon  appear  to  lose  their  effect. 

The  School  Health  Service  has  arranged  to  recommence  the 
Mothercraft  classes  given  to  girls  in  their  last  year  at  school.  In 
spite  of  difficulties  in  transport  of  the  girls  to  the  Centre  we  are 
of  opinion  that  these  classes  are  ol  real  practical  value. 

We  have  continued  to  provide  practical  instruction  to  Student 
Health  Visitors  from  Manchester  and  Bolton  Health  Visitors’ 
Training  Courses.  Probationer  nurses  and  midwifery  students 
from  the  Bury  and  Rossendale  Hospital  Management  Committee 
Group  have  also  received  practical  instruction  in  Preventive  Health 
Work.  The  instruction,  both  theoretical  and  by  visits  to  the 
department,  appears  to  be  particularly  important  in  widening  the 
outlook  of  the  student  nurse  and  demonstrating  general  social 
factors  which  affect  health.  This  also  helps  her  to  realise  that 
the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease  has  many  facets  which  are 
both  within  and  without  her  hospital  life.  The  early  recognition 
of  the  parallel  importance  of  curative  and  preventive  medicine 
aids  this. 
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Health  education  on  certain  specific  lines  has  been  attempted. 
Further  efforts  should  be  made  to  counteract  the  smoking  habit 
of  young  (and  older)  people.  Again  there  is  much  scope  for 
propaganda  against  excessive  self  prescription  of  unnecessary 
drugs  and  nostrums  and  the  abuse  of  many  remedies.  The  present 
vogue  for  self  and  unnecessary  medication  and  such  aids  could 
with  advantage  be  substituted  by  a  more  rational  and  healthy 
mode  of  life. 

Keen  interest  is  taken  in  Bury  in  Cancer  Education.  As  a 
part  of  this  experiment  we  are  gradually  appreciating  what  has 
been  done.  Bury  is  part  of  the  experiment  serving  two  and  a  half 
million  people  inaugurated  by  the  Manchester  Committee  on  Can¬ 
cer,  which  is  accepted  internationally  as  an  important  contribution 
to  the  study  of  health  education  methods.  A  wide  measure  of 
acceptance  of  the  need  to  give  reliable  information  to  older  children 
can  be  secured  to  enable  them  to  reject  the  false  beliefs  about 
cancer  to  which  they  will  be  inevitably  exposed  in  later  life.  Ex¬ 
perimental  work  in  youth  clubs  and  grammar  schools  was  dis¬ 
cussed  at  a  two-day  conference  held  in  1959  by  the  Manchester 
Committee  on  Cancer.  It  has  been  shown  that  a  notable  im¬ 
provement  in  the  number  of  women  who  believe  that  cancer  can 
be  cured  has  taken  place  and  that  the  proportion  of  women  with 
breast  cancer  seeking  advice  in  under  one  month  has  risen.  It  is 
found  that  although  reaching  a  smaller  public,  talks  have  been 
found  to  have  more  influence  than  press  articles.  Future  plans 
to  bring  information  on  a  large  scale  to  workers  in  industry  have 
been  made  which  include  such  items  as  tape-recordings  from 
interviews  with  cured  patients  and  the  use  of  a  van  equipped  with 
cine-projector,  literature  and  lecturers.  Bury  is  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  participate  in  this  health  educational  project.

PARTICULAR  SERVICES. 


Care  of  Expectant  and  Cursing  Mothers  and  Children  under 
School  Age. 

Particulars  of  these  Services  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  are  given  in  Section  7  of  this  report. 


Home  Cursing. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  by  arrangement  with  the  Bury 
Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing,  operated 
from  the  Health  Department  at  the  Town  Hall,  Bury.  A  house  in 
Manchester  Rd.  near  the  Town  Hall,  owned  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses 
Committee  is  divided  into  3  furnished  flats  and  let  on  rent  to  health 
department  nurses  who  require  them  on  a  weekly  rent.  The 
general  practitioners  make  requests  direct  to  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  Where  the  services  of  a  District  Nurse  are  required  on 
a  patient’s  discharge  from  hospital  a  discharge  notice  giving 
particulars  of  the  patient’s  illness  and  type  of  home  nursing  re¬ 
quired  is  sent  from  the  hospital,  and  in  cases  of  urgency  requests 
are  made  by  hospitals  by  telephone.

The  Bury  Branch  of  the  Q.I.D.N.  is  a  recognised  Queen’s 
Nursing  Association  Training  Home.  During  1959  three  nurses 
underwent  Queen’s  training. 

There  is  no  night  nursing  service. 
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There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  hospital  and  health 
department,  especially  on  the  discharge  of  patients.  Home 
nursing  and  domestic  help  is  supplied  immediately  in  appropriate 
cases.  In  certain  cases  trial  at  home,  with  the  Council’s  domi¬ 
ciliary  services,  is  given  in  borderline  cases  with  the  understand¬ 
ing  that  immediate  readmission  is  provided  should  it  be  found 
that  the  case  cannot  be  managed  at  home. 

Some  patients  have  responded  remarkably  well  in  these  circum¬ 
stances,  and  long  periods  of  further  hospital  residence  have  been 
avoided.  It  is  probable  that  more  hospital  residence  could  be 
saved  by  the  hospital  if  management  committees  provided  laundry 
facilities  for  appropriate  patients  discharged  home,  and  more 
domestic  help  was  provided  by  the  local  authority. 

Supply  of  Mursirtg  Requisites. 

These  are  supplied  for  the  use  of  patients  in  the  home.  They 
may  be  obtained  from  The  Medical  Comforts  Depot  in  the  Health 
Department  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  number  of  articles  supplied  on  loan  has  been  506.  These 
articles  have  varied  from  bed  pans  and  air  rings  to  an  Edgerton 
electrically  controlled  adjustable  bed  and  wheel  chairs.  We  are 
sorry  to  have  to  again  report  that  the  condition  of  these  articles 
on  return  by  the  patients  has  in  some  instances  left  much  to  be 
desired,  on  occasion  being  returned  damaged  and  unwashed. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

This  is  provided  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  for  the 
vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  under  school  age, 
particularly  infants  for  vaccination  and  children  approaching-  the 
age  of  12  months  for  primary  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
and  poliomyelitis  immunisation.  Special  sessions  have  also  been 
arranged  as  required. 

On  admission  to  school  the  School  Health  Service  en¬ 
deavours  to  obtain  diphtheria  immunisation  of  those  not  already 
done  in  infancy,  and  to  obtain  a  “  boosting  ”  injection  given  on 
admission  to  school  to  those  children  who  are  immunised  in 
infancy. 

General  practitioners  in  the  area  carrying  out  vaccination  and 
diphtheria  immunisation  in  their  practice  are  provided  with  printed 
cards  in  standard  form,  on  which  to  furnish  records  to  the  Local 
Authority.  Fees  for  these  records  are  paid  to  practitioners. 

Details  of  the  work  done  with  reference  to  this  form  of 
protection  against  infectious  disease  is  given  in  Section  6.

The  service  is  administered  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  personnel  consists  of  one  ambulance  Officer,  twelve  drivers, 
eight  attendants,  one  mechanic  and  one  clerk  telephonist.  All  these 
are  whole  time ;  there  are  no  part-time  employees. 

*  Part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  an  alteration  in  the  method  of  recording 
outpatient  attendances.  They  are  now  recorded  as  two  journeys  (i.e. 
there  and  return) . 
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There  were  four  crews  available  during  the  day  and  one  and 
a  half  crews  at  night.  One  ambulance  is  kept  standing  by  for 
cases  of  accidents. 

For  the  use  of  the  ambulance,  except  in  the  case  of  accident, 
a  certificate  signed  by  a  medical  practitioner  is  requested  stating 
that  the  use  is  necessary,  and  that  the  patient  is  unable  to  travel 
by  public  transport.  A  large  amount  of  carriage  of  patients  to 
and  from  hospital  out-patients’  departments  is  done. 

In  spite  of  many  efforts  to  control  unnecessary  journeys  in 
the  Service,  it  will  be  seen  that  increased  use  of  ambulances  is 
used.  The  public  are  very  demanding  in  the  use  of  this  amenity. 


Prevention,  Care  and  After-care. 

Services  in  relation  to  (1)  tuberculosis.  The  local  authority 
has  arranged  for  tuberculosis  nurses  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic 
sessions  held  at  Bury  General  Hospital,  and  to  work  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  the  Medical  Specialist.  The  authority  pro¬ 
vides  housing  accommodation  in  appropriate  cases,  and  assists  in 
supplying  nursing  equipment.  Co-operation  has  been  made  with 
the  District  Rehabilitation  Officer.  A  Chest  Physician  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  attached  to  the  Chest  Clinic  holds  a  joint 
appointment  with  the  local  authority  so  as  to  assist  with  the 
preventative  work  and  the  care  and  after-care  work  in  respect  of 
tuberculosis. 

(2)  Illness  generally.  Information  concerning  cases  requir¬ 
ing  assistance  of  any  nature  within  the  scope  of  the  authority  is 
given  by  the  Hospital  Officers  in  the  area  by  discharge  notices 
giving  particulars  of  the  patient  discharged  from  hospital  and  the 
type  of  assistance  likely  to  be  required,  i.e. ,  home  nursing,  health 
visiting,  domestic  help,  loan  of  nursing  equipment.  These  require¬ 
ments  have  been  met  by  the  Local  Authority. 

With  regard  to  prevention  the  local  authority  pursues  an 
active  programme  of  health  education  by  (a)  through  the  personal 
efforts  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  health  inspectors,  and 
social  workers,  (b)  through  liaison  with  other  departments,  e.g. , 
Housing  and  Education,  and  with  general  practitioners,  (c) 
through  liaison  with  voluntary  organisations  such  as  the  Man¬ 
chester  Committee  in  Cancer  working  in  the  area  by  giving 
lectures  and  addresses,  (d)  the  organisation  of  film  lectures,  talks 
and  addresses,  and  provision  of  descriptive  literature,  (e)  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 
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Domestic  Help. 


The  Home  Help  Service  caters  for  the  following  classes  in 
order  of  priority: — (1)  Maternity  Cases,  (2)  Non-infectious  sick¬ 
ness  in  the  home,  (3)  Infirmity  due  to  old  age.  In  1959,  27 
whole-time  and  6  part-time  home-helps  were  employed,  with  one 
full-time  organiser.  Each  case  attended  is  assessed  for  payment, 
and  charges  are  made  according  to  an  approved  income  scale. 

The  amount  of  assistance  available  during  the  year  was  limited 
by  a  financial  ceiling  fixed  by  the  Council.  This  has  meant  that 
all  demands  have  not  been  satisfied.  The  available  help  has  been 
given  to  the  more  urgent  or  deserving  cases.

The  standard  charge  shall  be  3s.  9d.  per  hour. 

Applicants  may  apply  for  the  charge  to  be  reduced  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  following  scale  : — 

1.  From  the  gross  weekly  income  of  applicants  as  adjusted  in 
accordance  with  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  National  Assist¬ 
ance  Act,  1948  (total  income  in  the  case  of  husband  and  wife 
living  together  and  including  Family  Allowances)  deduct: — 

(i)  Rent  and  rates. 

(ii)  Compulsory  National  Insurance. 

(iii)  An  allowance  of  50s.  Od.  for  each  adult  or  85s.  Od. 
for  two  adults. 

(iv)  An  allowance  of  20s.  Od.  for  each  dependent  child, 

(v)  An  household  domestic  allowance  of  20s.  Od. 
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2.  Of  the  remaining;  net  income  the  following  amounts  are 
taken : — 

One-third  of  the  first  £. 

Three-quarters  of  the  second  £. 

The  whole  of  the  remainder. 

3.  Add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  figure  calculated  at  2  above  to  cover 
travelling  time,  etc. 

4.  The  resultant  figure  represents  the  charge  for  twenty  hours’ 
attendance. 

5.  No  charge  to  be  made  to  applicants  whose  income  consists 
solely  of  National  Insurance  pensions,  or  such  pensions 
supplemented  by  National  Assistance  benefits. 

There  is  close  co-ordination  between  the  Hospital  Almoner, 
General  Practitioner  and  the  Health  Department  in  arranging 
for  the  supply  of  Home  Helps  where  most  necessary.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  County  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board 
from  mains  passing  through  the  area.  These  mains  come  from  four 
different  sources  of  upland  surface  water,  and  all  the  houses  supplied 
by  the  Board  derive  their  water  direct  from  the  mains. 

The  building  of  new  houses  and  the  increase  in  the  use  of  amenities 
such  as  baths  and  washing  machines  etc.  inevitably  throws  heavy 
demands  upon  the  water  supplies.  These  social  factors  are  likely  to 
increase  and  the  demand  for  an  increased  volume  of  water  will  pro¬ 
gressively  increase. 

During  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October  the  Borough 
experienced  an  acute  shortage  of  water  from  towns  mains  due  to  the 
prevailing  drought  conditions  which  affected  the  whole  of  the  country 
at  this  time.  Supplies  of  water  from  towns  mains  to  domestic  taps  in 
houses  and  for  other  drinking  purposes  were  only  maintained,  although 
at  considerably  reduced  pressures,  by  a  great  deal  of  ingenuity  by  the 
Board’s  Engineer.  The  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  neighbouring  water 
undertakings  and  industrialists,  who  obtained  process  water  from  private 
sources  regardless  of  expense  or  curtailed  production,  were  contributing 
factors  to  maintaining  such  supplies.  Even  so  consumers  endured 
reduced  pressures  in  mains  and  service  pipes  for  a  considerable  period 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  emergency  isolated  premises  on  the  periphery 
of  the  Borough,  normally  supplied  from  town’s  mains  were  dependent 
upon  delivery  of  bulk  supplies  in  water  carts  and  tank  v^aggons  etc. 
Fortunately  the  drought  broke  a  few  days  prior  to  the  erection  of  stand 
pipes  in  the  Borough.  At  varying  times  during  the  drought,  the  amount 
of  water  stored  in  the  Water  Board’s  Reservoir  was  down  to  twelve 
days  supply.  It  is  comforting'  to  report  that  the  Board  have  subsequently 
augmented  their  reserve  supply  by  increasing  their  daily  bulk  intake 
from  a  large  neighbouring  undertaking. 

Whilst  the  emergency  lasted,  weekly  and  occasionally  more  frequent 
consultations  were  held  with  the  Board’s  Engineer  and  all  public  health 
officers,  within  the  Board’s  supply  area,  to  review  the  various  public 
health  problems  emerging  from  the  continuance  of  the  drought.  For¬ 
tunately  no  incidents  arose  involving  any  serious  consequence  and  the 
public  were  co-operative. 
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I  am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board

Twenty-two  unsatisfactory  samples  of  water  from  Towns  mains 
(three  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  nineteen  for  bacteriological 
examination)  were  taken  during  the  period  of  drought  in  the  summer 
and  autumn  months.  The  three  samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
were  taken  from  domestic  taps  in  dwellinghouses  and  a  school,  and  con¬ 
ditions  were  remedied  by  subsequent  flushing  of  the  main.  Seven  un¬ 
satisfactory  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  same  service 
main  during  a  period  when  difficulties  were  being  experienced  in  chang¬ 
ing  sources  of  supply,  feeding  this  main.  Nine  unsatisfactory  bacterio¬ 
logical  samples  were  taken  at  the  outlet  of  a  chlorination  plant  in 
connection  with  a  service  reservoir  during  a  series  of  tests  undertaken 
whilst  the  plant  was  treating  water  from  varying  sources.  Three  other 
unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  towns  mains  in  different  areas 
of  the  Borough  during  the  same  period. 

Of  the  eight  samples  ot  water  taken  from  private  well  and  spring 
supplies  and  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  following  chemical  analyses 
only  three  supplies  are  normally  used  for  drinking  purposes.  One  is  a 
private  well  supply  contaminated  by  copper  salts  during  storing  in 
galvanised  tank,  due  to  electrolic  action  between  the  metal  tank  and 
copper  service  pipes.  This  case  has  been  reported  on  two  previous  occa¬ 
sions  and  recent  samples  indicate  some  improvement.  The  supply- 
remains  under  observation,  meanwhile  the  premises  concerned  are  sup¬ 
plied  daily-  with  wholesome  water  in  bulk.  Another  well  supply  was  in 
connection  with  a  dwellinghouse  which  has  since  been  demolished  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act.  The  third  is  a  shallow  well  supplying 
a  dwellinghouse  and  dairy  farm.  More  recent  samples  indicate  some 
improvement  following  the  cleansing  and  protecting  of  the  well. 

Three  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  of  water  from  private  sources 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from  the  last  men¬ 
tioned  source. 

The  remaining  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were  taken 
for  an  assessment  of  purity  and  having  regard  to  the  reported  results 
are  not  used  for  drinking  purposes. 


PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  percentage  of  dwellinghouses  and  farms  not  supplied  with  water 
for  domestic  purposes  from  towns  mains  is  0.35%.  These  houses  using 
wells  and  other  private  sources  of  supply  are  situated  at  considerable 
distances  from  the  Board’s  mains. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  exami 
nation  from  the  two  swimming  baths  within  the  Borough  and  thirteen 
were  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  One  swimming  bath  at  the  Municipal 
Technical  College  was  not  used  during  the  year  pending  re-decoration.

In  March  1958  the  Council  resolved  to  augment  this  scheme  by  the 
payment  of  £8  instead  of  supplying  fittings  for  the  replacement  of  an 
insanitary  type  by  an  internal  fresh  water-closet.  Eleven  such  grants 
were  paid  during  the  year. 

In  November  1959  the  Council  resolved  to  extend  this  scheme  of 
financial  payment  to  all  forms  of  closet  conversion  from  1st  April,  1960, 
excluding  those  cases  which  may  come  within  the  provision  for  statutory 
improvement  grant  under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

Progress  on  closet  conversion  this  }^ear  has  been  retarded  due  to  the 
severe  reduction  in  water  available  from  towns  mains  during  the  period 
of  drought  referred  to  in  the  Section  dealing  with  water  supply.

The  continued  reluctance  of  property  owners  to  take  advantage  of 
the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  ashpits  into  dustbin  shelters 
gives  cause  for  concern  at  the  dilatory  progress  made  with  this  essential 
sanitary  improvement  during  post-war  years. 

The  Council  have  operated  a  dustbin  maintenance  and  renewal 
scheme  since  April  1950,  the  dustbins  supplied  being  to  B.S.S.  2j  cubic 
feet  standard. 

The  Health  Committee  provide  free  dustbins  in  replacement  of  ash¬ 
pits  and  wallbins  converted  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  specification.

DISINFESTATION  OF  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

A  disinfestation  service  free  of  charge  to  all  dwelling  houses  is 
provided. 

The  disinfestation  of  all  unfit  houses  prior  to  re-housing  of  tenants 
is  undertaken  together  with  the  tenants’  effects  where  necessary.

The  type  of  premises  within  the  Borough  to  which  the  Act  applies 
are  small  dairy  farms,  piggeries  and  smallholdings,  mainly  used  for 
poultry  keeping  etc.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  premises,  the  only  persons 
usually  attending  poultry  are  the  owners  of  flocks  or  occupiers  of  the 
smallholdings.  In  the  case  of  the  farms  and  piggeries  a  maximum  of 
three  persons  are  employed  other  than  the  occupiers  family  and  these 
not  always  in  whole-time  employment.  The  general  average  of  such 
persons  employed  whole-time  on  these  premises  averages  one.  It  is 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  Inspectors  from  their  visits,  in 
connection  with  other  duties,  that  adequate  provision  of  sanitary  con- 
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veniences  is  made  on  the  remaining  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies. 
Records  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  these  premises  are 
being  compiled  as  Health  Inspectors  visit  same  in  connection  with 
other  matters.

Although  the  number  of  thirty  minute  observations  of  industrial 
chimneys  is  approximate  to  those  in  the  previous  year,  the  average 
amount  of  dense,  black  smoke  recorded  per  observation  has  been  reduced 
but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  average  amount  of  dark  smoke 
recorded  per  observation.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  ten  offences  recorded 
above  were  in  respect  of  emissions  from  six  different  chimneys.  On  each 
occasion  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  were  notified  of  the  offence  as 
required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  30  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  This 
action  was  followed  up  by  inspection  of  boiler  plant  and  advice  offered 
to  firemen  and  management.  Subsequent  observations  of  the  same  chim¬ 
neys  indicated  that  the  necessary  attention  had  been  given  to  matters 
concerned.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  emission  of  dense  black  smoke  the 
permitted  smoke  emissions  defined  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  vary  for  the 
size  of  the  boiler  plant  and  operations  undertaken  thereon  over  a  period 
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of  eight  hours.  This  makes  enforcement  of  statutory  action  difficult  to 
operate  without  concentrating  enforcing  action  against  one  particular 
chimney  for  long  periods  of  time. 

Numerous  visits  continue  to  be  made  to  boiler  plants  and  as  a  result 
there  is  continuing  co-operation  with  combustion  and  plant  engineers 
and  boiler  firemen. 

Despite  the  progressive  increase  in  conversion  of  industrial  boilers 
to  oil-firing  the  main  problem  of  dark  smoke  emission  within  the  Borough 
remains  to  be  the  use  of  bituminous  coal  on  sprinkling  stokers.  Although 
this  combination  appears  to  remain  a  tradition  in  local  textile  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  processing  trades  the  use  of  this  method  is  little  better  than 
hand  firing  boilers.  The  users  of  this  type  of  stoker  claim  that  it  is  the 
only  method  of  adapting  Lancashire  boilers  to  deal  with  a  swinging  load. 
The  modern  adoption  of  chain  grate  stokers  and  the  latest  types  of  cok¬ 
ing  stokers  fitted  to  these  boilers  are  quite  capable  of  adequately  handling- 
this  problem. 

During  the  year  the  chimney  heights  were  determined  in  respect  of 
seven  furnaces  which  wrere  incorporated  on  building1  plans  deposited  with 
the  Borough  Engineer.  One1  Lancashire  boiler  at  a  textile  mill  was  fitted 
with  a  coking  mechanical  stoker.  Subsequent  to  action  taken  in  respect 
of  a  serious  smoke  nuisance  arising  from  hospital  premises  the  existing 
Lancashire  boiler  plant  is  to  be  replaced  with  a  battery  of  economic 
boilers  with  mechanical  coking  stokers. 

The  Bury  (No.  1.)  (Mosses)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1959,  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  10th 
December  and  becomes  operative  on  1st  July,  1960,  no  objections  to  the 
Order  having  been  received.  The  Order  relates  to  the  sites  of  the 
Mosses  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  and  is  designed  to 
control  redevelopment  on  such  sites,  and  the  emission  of  smoke  from 
185  dwellinghouses  and  45  industrial,  commercial  and  business  premises 
fringing  such  sites. 

The  area  is  23J  acres  in  extent  and  the  total  cost  of  firegrate  con¬ 
versions  in  the  dwellinghouses  concerned  is  £2,294.  The  Council’s  con¬ 
tribution  towards  this  expenditure  after  deducting  Ministry  grant  is  £688. 

Owners  and  occupiers  of  all  premises  within  the  area  had  been 
advised  of  the  effect  of  the  Order  before  the  end  of  the  }’ear,  having 
been  similarly  advised  previously  when  the  Order  was  submitted  for 
confirmation  in  August.  During  the  October  the  Council  co-operated 
with  the  Local  Joint  Service  Committee  of  the  Coal  Utilisation  Council 
in  staging  a  mobile  exhibition  within  the  area,  which  demonstrated  to 
the  occupiers  of  buildings  the  various  approved  appliances  and  fuels 
available  to  them  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Order.  Subsequent  to 
the  submission  of  the  Order  for  confirmation  close  contact  has  been 
maintained  with  this  local  Committee,  the  North-West  Gas  Board,  North- 
West  Electricity  Board  and  the  press,  which  has  resulted  in  the  dispersal 
of  a  creat  deal  of  information  concerning  the  Council’s  Clean  Air  policy 
and  helped  to  combat  any  potential  opposition  to  the  operation  of  the 
Order. 

On  the  10th  December,  also,  the  Health  Committee  approved  pro¬ 
visional  proposals  for  the  Bury  (No.  2)  (Redvales)  Smoke  Control  Order 
which  were  subsequently  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  provisional  approval.  This  proposed  Order  relates 
to  some  974  premises  including  679  private  dwellinghouses  and  236 
Council  houses  in  an  area  of  300  acres  situated  in  the  south-western 
sector  of  the  Borough  up-wind  of  prevailing  winds  and  down-wind  to  an 
industrial  area  in  an  adjacent  Borough  also  to  be  defined  shortly  within 
a  smoke  control  area.  The  estimated  total  cost  of  firegrate  conversions 
in  dwellinghouses  within  this  Area  is  £7,468  of  which  the  Council’s 
contribution  after  deducting  Ministry  grant  will  be  £2,240.  It  is  intended 
that  this  Order  shall  become  operative  on  1st  August,  1961. 
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These  two  Orders  represent  the  first  stages  of  a  twelve  year  pro¬ 
gramme  adopted  by  the  Council  in  May  following  the  issue  of  Circular 
5/59  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  local  authori¬ 
ties  situated  within  the  “black  areas”  defined  by  the  Beaver  Committee 
on  Air  Pollution  in  195*.  The  Council’s  programme  involves  the  defining 
of  eleven  smoke  control  areas  comprising  9,556  premises  within  2,168 
acres.  It  represents  a  rational  and  practical  approach  to  reducing  air 
pollution  within  the  Borough  within  a  reasonably  short  time  having 
regard  to  the  widespread  mixed  industrial  and  domestic  development 
within  the  Borough  and  qualified  technical  staff  likely  to  be  available 
for  these  duties  without  reducing  other  activities  in  environmental 
hygiene. 

The  Council  amended  their  Building  Byelaws  in  accordance  with 
Section  24,  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  in  1957. 

The  Courses  at  the  Municipal  Technical  College  for  the  Certificate 
in  Boiler  House  Practice  and  Boiler  Operators  Certificate  of  the  City 
and  Guilds  of  London  Institute  were  better  attended  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  Council  retain  their  membership  of  the  Manchester  Regional 
Clean  Air  Council  and  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  where  they 
are  represented  on  local  executives.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Borough  is  situated  within  a  “specified  area”  defined  in  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1954,  which 
requires  the  compulsory  retail  sale  of  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  or 
sterlised  milk.  Conditions  attached  to  dealer,’  licences  for  the  sale  of 
such  designated  milks  ensure  that  all  milk  sold  retail  within  the  Borough 


is  bottled  and  capped  before  delivery  to  the  consumer.

All  samples  submitted  to  phosphatase,  turbidity  and  tubercle  inocu¬ 
lation  tests  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Thirteen  milk  bottles  and  milk  churn  rinse  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Pathologist  and  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

95%  ol  all  milk  sampled  was  satisfactory  to  prescribed  tests. 

The  only  milk  which  failed  to  satisfy  tests  was  39%  of  tuberculin 
tested  milk  and  71%  of  undesignated  milk  which  failed  to  satisfy  the 
methylene  blue  reduction  test. 
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The  majority  of  these  cases  arose  during  the  prolonged  penou  o* 
drought  in  the  summer  when  farmers  were  obliged  to  conserve  water 
supplies  and  only  restricted  quantities  of  water  were  available  for 
cooling  milk. 

Reports  on  twenty-one  samples  of  tuberculin  tested  (farm  bottled) 
milk  (including  six  taken  from  licenced  producers  situated  within  the 
Borough)  and  five  samples  of  undesignated  milk  which  failed  to  satisfy 
the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  were  referred  to  the  appropriate  officer 
who  reported  that  all  these  cases  were  thoroughly  investigated  and  sub¬ 
sequent  samples  had  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  sampling  undesignated  milk  as  it  is 
found  there  is  a  rapidly  diminishing  quantity  of  such  milk  being  received 
at  the  local  pasteurising  dairy.  Most  of  the  milk  now  received  at  such 
dairy  is  tuberculin  tested  milk  although  only  a  relatively  small  percentage 
of  same  is  retailed  as  tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised)  milk. 

The  absence  of  evidence  of  tubercle  infection  in  any  milk  sampled  is 
further  evidence  of  the  success  of  the  tuberculosis  eradication  plan  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  to  which  further  reference 
is  made  in  other  sections  of  htis  Report  and  the  increased  number  of 
licenced  producers  of  tuberculin  tested  milk. 

All  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  to 
the  phosphatase  test,  further  evidence  of  the  efficiency  of  the  local 
pasteurising  plant  which  has  been  sampled  and  inspected  at  least  once 
weekly  throughout  the  year. 


ICE  CREAM  PREMISES. 

Codes  of  Practice  approved  by  the  Council  in  relation  to  ice-cream 
premises  and  vehicles  have  been  in  operation  since  1949. 

Manufacturers  of  ice-lollies  are  also  required  to  be  registered  under 
the  Bury  Corporation  Act  1932  as  a  form  of  food  preparation  where  such 
manufacture  constitutes  a  major  portion  of  a  trader’s  business.

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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


As  mentioned  in  two  previous  Reports  the  Council  has  already 
resolved  in  principle  to  proceed  with  a  reconstruction  scheme  at  the 
Public  Abattoir  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  premises  comply  with  the 
revised  standards  for  hygiene  and  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals 
awaiting  slaughter  defined  in  Regulations  made  jointly  by  the  Ministers 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  Food  and  Health  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958.  1st  November,  1960,  has  now  been  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Ministers  as  being  the  latest  date  on  which  they  shall  be 
notified  of  the  date  of  completion  of  such  proposals.  On  10th  December 
the  Health  Committee  approved  the  Borough  Engineer’s  scheme  and 
estimates  for  this  work  at  a  provisional  cost  of  /,29,000  and  authorised 
tenders  to  be  invited  for  the  completion  of  the  scheme.  Detailed  working 
drawings  and  quantities  have  still  to  be  prepared  and  the  services  of  a 
quantity  surveyor  and  architect  have  been  retained  for  this  purpose. 

Section  7  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  applies  the  provisions  of  the 
Factories  Acts  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  first  time.  During  the  year 
winches  and  lifting  tackle  at  the  Public  Abattoir  have  been  strengthened 
and  supported  to  comply  with  requirements  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Fac¬ 
tories  and  the  Council’s  insurers 

The  throughput  of  livestock  at  the  iVbattoir  appears  to  have  remained 
fairly  static,  during  the  past  four  years  around  46,000  animals.  This 
appears  to  have  become  established  as  the  average  requirements  of  local 
trade,  a  point  to  be  remembered  when  the  Council  prepare  their  Report 
on  Slaughterhouse  Facilities  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

There  has  been  a  further  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  tubercle  in¬ 
fection  of  meat  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  at  the  Abattoir. 
This  factor  together  with  the  absence  of  tubercle  infection  of  milk 
samples  is  testimony  to  the  progress  of  the  Area  Eradication  Scheme 
for  the  compulsory  elimination  of  bovine  tuberculosis  throughout  the 
country.  The  Borough  will  come  into  such  scheme  on  1st  March,  1960, 
by  which  time  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  will  have  been  declared 
to  be  within  either  Attested  or  Eradication  Areas.

16  Carcases  of  beef  were  found  to  be  affected  with  localised  Cysti- 
cercus  Bovis  in  a  viable  state.  These  were  subjected  to  cold  storage 
treatment  for  a  period  of  14  days,  after  infected  portions  and  organs 
had  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  carcases 
were  subsequently  released  for  distribution. 

In  addition,  16  carcases  of  beef  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
localised  Cysticercus  Bovis  in  a  degenerated  state.  These  were  released 
for  distribution  after  affected  portions  and  organs  had  been  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

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In  addition  998  lbs.  of  meat  was  condemned,  comprising'  imported, 
port-killed  and  canned  meat,  and  home-killed  meat  condemned  for 
decomposition. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  is  disposed  of  to  Contractors  outside  the 
Borough  appointed  by  the  Council  for  processing  into  inedible  fat  and 
glue. 

The  infected  materials  are  sterilised  during  this  process  and  are 
stained  in  an  approved  manner  with  naphthalene  green  prior  to  removal. 
Contact  is  maintained  with  the  other  local  authority  concerned  to  ensure 
that  adequate  supervision  is  exercised  e  ver  the  transport  and  processing 
of  the  diseased  material. 
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Carcases  and  Offal  infected  and  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 


ANTHRAX. 

Two  suspected  cases  of  anthrax  were  notified  in  respect  of  a  cow  and 
a  pig  found  dead  in  the  Abattoir  lairage  on  separate  occasions  but  in  each 
case  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 


SHEEP  DIPPING. 

Bight  notices  were  received  from  farmers  within  the  Borough  indi¬ 
cating  their  intention  to  dip  409  sheep  grazing  on  their  premises.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  a  similar  notice  was  received  from  a  farmer  outside  the  Borough  in 
respect  of  his  intention  to  dip  12  sheep  on  premises  within  the  Borough. 

In  each  case  the  dipping  of  the  sheep  was  carried  out  on  the  respect¬ 
ive  farms  in  the  presence  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  the  Council  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  approval  revised  draft  Sheep  Dipping  Regu¬ 
lations  which  will  bring  the  timing  and  method  of  dipping  sheep  within 
the  Borough  into  uniformity  with  other  areas  throughout  Lancashire. 
The  Minister’s  decision  is  awaited. 


FOWL  PEST. 

An  outbreak  of  fowl  pest  occurred  on  a  farm  within  the  Borough. 
Following  confirmation  of  the  diagnosis  all  birds  on  the  infected  preiiiises 
were  destroyed  and  complete  disinfection  of  the  infected  place  was.  car¬ 
ried  out  by  officers  of  the  Ministry.  In  connection  with  this  outbreak 
all  birds  on  three  adjacent  smallholdings  were  destroyed  as  dangerous 
contacts  and  similar  disinfection  carried  out  on  the  three  premises! 

A  further  suspected  outbreak  of  the  disease  on  a  farm  was  not 
confirmed  and  restriction  of  movement  of  stock  imposed  in  respect  of 
the  premises  was  subsequently  lifted. 

In  addition,  poultry  on  two  further  premises  were  subjected  to  move¬ 
ment  restriction  for  a  period,  having  been  found  to  be  contacts  with  the 
outbreak  within  the  Borough  and  one  other  outbreak  which  occurred 
outside  the  Borough. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Orders,  1938-46,  three  cows 
were  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir.  Post-mortem  examination 
revealed  that  one  cow  was  infected  with  generalised  tuberculosis  and  the 
remaining  two  cows  were  infected  with  localised  tuberculosis. 

The  carcase  and  offal  of  the  cow  infected  with  generalised  tuber¬ 
culosis  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  together  with 
the  infected  portions  of  ihe  other  cows. 

One  of  the  cows  was  the  dam  of  a  calf  found,  on  post-mortem 
examination  at  the  Abattoir,  to  be  infected  with  congenital  tuberculosis 
and  subsequently  traced  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  from  information  supplied. 


FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

On  the  5th  December  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  made  a  Special  Order  defining  an  Area  including  the  Borough  to 
be  an  Infected  Area  for  the  purposes  of  controlling  movement  of  live¬ 
stock,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  of  foot  and  mouth  disease. 

No  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred  within  the  Borough  and  the 
Special  Order  was  revoked  by  the  Minister  on  2-Oth  December. 

During  this  period  96  licences  authorising  movement  of  livestock  were 
issued. 
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SWINE  FEVER. 

On  3rd  September  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
de lined  an  area  including  the  County  Borough  within  which  pigs  were 
subject  to  movement  control  under  the  provisions  of  the  Swine  Fever 
(Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1958  in  order  to  prevent  risk  of 
spread  of  infection  of  swine  fever. 

The  restrictions  remained  operative  until  19th  December.  During 
this  period  137  licences  were  issued. 

A  pig  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  on  the  30th  November  was 
found  to  be  affected  with  Swine  Fever.  The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  notified  accordingly 
and  steps  and  precautions  taken  for  dealing  with  the  matter.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  subsequently  confirmed 
diagnosis  and  movement  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  farm  within 
the  Borough  from  which  the  pig  had  been  consigned  for  a  period  of 
two  months.  Of  the  original  stock  of  31  pigs  on  the  farm,  9  were  found 
on  slaughter  under  licence  at  the  Abattoir,  or  on  death  at  the  farm  to  be 
infected  with  swine  fever.  22  pigs  were  found  on  slaughter  under  licence 
at  the  Abattoir  to  be  free  from  infection. 

The  premises  were  declared  free  from  infection  and  restrictions  on 
movement  of  stock  were  withdrawn  on  1st  February,  I960. 

During  the  year  3  other  suspected  outbreaks  occurred  among  pigs 
but  in  each  case  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

WASTE  FOOD  ORDER,  1957. 

The  provisions  of  the  Order  require  the  boiling  of  all  raw  foodstuffs 
before  they  are  fed  to  livestock  and  poultry  and  are  designed  as  a 
precaution  to  prevent  the  spread  of'  infection  of  foot  and  mouth  disease, 
swine  fever,  fowl  pest  and  other  contagious  diseases. 

The  licences  apply  to  boiling  plant  approved  for  this  purpose.  Prior 
to  1st  June,  1957  the  provisions  of  the  Order  were  enforced  by  the 


Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

Enquiries  have  revealed  that  9  pig  keepers  are  feeding  pigs  on  meal 
and  the  majority  of  poultry  keepers  use  meal  and  grain  exclusively  for 
feeding  their  birds.

All  foodstuffs  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  have 
been  destroyed  either  by  incineration  at  the  Town’s  Yard,  F'ernhill,  or 
where  suitable  by  controlled  tipping.  Where  the  quantity  and  value  of 
goods  involved  have  warranted  and  necessary  control  arrangements 
could  be  effected  a  few  individual  consignments  have  been  salvaged  on 
private  trade  premises. 

Three  samples  of  synthetic  cream,  three  samples  of  shellfish  and  a 
soft  drink  were  submitted  to  the  Pathologist  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

A  number  of  enquiries  from  food  manufacturers  within  the  Borough 
were  made  on  behalf  of  other  local  authorities  concerning  alleged  sales 
of  their  commodities  outside  the  Borough. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  progress  with  regard  to  improvement,  reconstruction,  re-decora- 
tion  of  all  types  of  food  premises  and  provision  of  hot  water  supplies 
and  washing  facilities  thereto  mentioned  in  each  Report  in  recent  years, 
has  been  maintained. 
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REGISTERED  PREMISES  AT  31st  DECEMBER,  1959. 

All  food  preparing  premises,  bakehouses  and  fried  fish  shops  are 
registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bury  Corporation  Act,  1932, 
Section  196  which  operates  within  the  Borough,  vice  Section  16,  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  The  number  of  visits  by  public  health  inspectors 
to  all  types  of  food  premises  has  increased  by  700  compared  with  the 
previous  Report,  of  these  additional  visits,  120  have  been  made  to  food 
preparing  premises.

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One  new  food  warehouse  was  opened  during  the  year  and  two 
licenced  premises — one  bakehouse,  one  food  preparing  premises,  and  six 
general  food  premises  were  closed. 

A  number  of  general  food  shops  were  re-designed  on  the  self-service 
system  after  being'  re-conditioned  or  re-decorated.  This  appears  to  be 
a  modern  and  increasing  development. 

One  fried  fish  shop  was  completely  re-conditioned  including  re¬ 
building  of  the  main  external  structure. 


FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  have  continued  to  use  their  efforts  to 
educate  food  traders  and  their  employees  in  the  principles  of  clean  food 
handling.  The  comments  made  in  last  year’s  report  are  still  applicable. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  made  eight  visits  of  investigation  into  four 
cases  of  food  poisoning,  only  one  family  was  involved  in  each  case. 
Twenty-one  food  samples  and  faeces  specimens  were  collected  in  con¬ 
nection  with  these  investigations. 


MARKETS. 

There  are  two  retail  markets  within  the  Borough,  a  large  covered 
market  hall,  and  an  open  market  held  on  three  weekdays — Wednesday, 
Friday  and  Saturday.  In  addition  the  open  market  is  occupied  several 
days  a  week  by  a  number  of  food  stalls  for  the  sale  of  fish,  meat,  fruit 


and  greengrocery.

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT. 

The  following  imported  foodstuffs  are  required  to  be  marked  with 
an  indication  of  country  of  origin  or  the  words  “  foreign  ”  or  “  empire” 
on  exposure  for  retail  sale — Meat,  bacon,  ham,  fresh  apples,  raw 
tomatoes,  shell  eggs,  dried  eggs,  currants,  sultanas,  raisins,  oat  products, 
honey,  frozen  or  chilled  salmon  or  sea  trout,  butter,  dead  poultry. 

General  compliance  by  traders  with  the  provisions  of  the  Marking 
Orders  has  been  good. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  paid  6,479  visits  to  food  shops  and  market 
stalls  to  observe  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Marking  Orders.

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Nineteen  samples  of  milk  contained  less  than  8.5%  solids  not  fat  but 
were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  milk.  The  attention 
of  the  producer  was  directed  to  this  matter  wherever  the  deficiency 
exceeded  2%.

MILK. 

The  attention  of  producers  was  directed  to  three  samples  of  milk 
certified  to  be  2% — 3%  deficient  in  fat.  In  each  case  the  sample  con¬ 
cerned  "was  taken  from  a  single  churn  forming  part  of  a  larger  consign¬ 
ment  of  churns.  The  other  churns  and  the  whole  consignments  were 
certified  to  be  genuine  milk. 

One  sample  of  milk  certified  to  be  12%  deficient  in  fat  was  found  on 
investigation  to  be  genuine1  milk,  the  dairy  herd  having  been  fed  on  a 
ration  deficient  in  protein  with  a  high  water  content.  The  Divisional 
Milk  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  was  requested 
to  advise  the  producer  on  this  matter. 

One  vendor  was  cautioned  after  selling  two  glasses  of  hot  milk 
certified  to  contain  12%  added  water  due  to  the  milk  being  heated  by 
steam  injection,  the  Council  being  satisfied  there  was  no  intent  to 
defraud  the  purchaser  in  this  case. 


BUTTER. 

In  one  sample  where  the  Public  Analyst  certified  margarine  had  been 
spread  on  bread  instead  of  butter,  the  vendor  had  exhibited  an  appro¬ 
priate  notice  on  his  premises  stating  that  margarine  may  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 


SAUSAGE. 

The  attention  of  the  manufacturer  was  directed  to  one  sample  of 
beef  sausage  certified  to  be  2%  deficient  in  meat. 


SOFT  DRINKS. 

Legal  proceedings  under  Section  8,  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955,  alleging 
the  drink  to  be.  unfit  for  human  consumption  were  instituted  during 
1960  in  respect  of  a  bottle  of  orangeade  certified  to  contain  2.4%  zinc 
chloride.  The  Justices  dismissed  this  case  but  ruled  that  proceedings 
had  been  properly  instituted  and  refused  defendant’s  claim  for  costs.

Eight  Clearance  Areas,  Fernhill,  Brickcroft  Terrace,  Clerke  Street, 
Gigg,  Nabb  Street,  Hamer  Fold,  Bolton  Road  No.  1,  Old  England, 
totalling  65  premises  and  involving  148  persons,  were  represented.  A 
public  enquiry  was  held  into  Elton  No.  1  Clearance  Area  during  June. 
This  Clearance  Order  and  the  Elton  No.  2  Clearance  Order  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Bocal  Government  in  October. 
The  Council  made  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  the  Brick¬ 
croft  Terrace  area. 

Demolition  of  houses  in  the  Mosses  No.  3  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  totalling  157  houses  was  almost  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
In  addition,  the  demolition  of  43  houses  in  the  Back  Princess  Street, 
Baptist  Place,  Smiths  Tenements,  Queen  Street  and  Booth’s  Yard 
Clearance  Area  was  completed.

The  general  observation  on  the  application  of  the  Act  contained  in 
the  1957  Report  are  still  applicable  and  the  rate  of  applications  for 
Certificates  under  the  Act  appear  to  have  become  established  on  a 
regular  local  level.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  compared  with  the 
two  previous  years  in  the  number  of  applications  received  from  tenants 
for  Certificates  re  incompleted  undertakings  previously  given  by  land¬ 
lords  either  to  themselves  or  the  Council.  This  indicates  that  tenants  are 


becoming  more  aware  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

In  3  cases  work  was  completed  after  application  had  been  made  and 
before  Certificate  was  issued.  In  another  case  tenant  purchased  house 
before  Certificate  issued. 

One  revocation  wras  in  respect  of  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  issued 
prior  to  1st  January  and  in  another  case  the  tenant  objected  to  the 
revocation  of  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  which  remained  operative  at  the 

year  end. 


HOUSESLETTN-LODGINGS. 

These  premises  are  now  controlled  by  the  provisions  of  Section  36, 
Housing  Act  1957,  which  require  every  separate  letting  to  be  structurally 
sound,  not  to  be  overcrowded,  and  to  possess  facilities  and  amenities 
comparable  to  a  private  dwellinghouse.  Newly  established  houses-let-in- 
lodgings,  require  approval  under  the  provisions  of  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  1947.  By  this  means  che  Council  are  able  to  maintain 
their  register  of  such  premises  although  the  previous  Byelaws  provisions 
to  this  effect  were  repealed  in  1954. 

There  are  now  19  recorded  houses  within  the  Borough  providing 
accommodation  for  79  lodgers  in  74  rooms. 

There  remain  within  the  Borough  a  number  of  houses  occupied  by 
more  than  one  family  in  such  a  manner  as  to  escape  classification  under 
the  above  heading.  These  are  dealt  with  as  found  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  their  routine  duties. 


The  Council  have  not  determined  any  standards  for  these  premises 
under  the  Housing  Act  as  up  to  the  present  there  appears  to  be  some 
advantage  in  determining  cases  on  individual  merit.  The  following 
departmental  comparative  standard  is  submitted  for  information. 
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PROPOSED  STANDARD  OF  FITNESS.  Housesdetdn-Lodgings. 
SECTION  36.  HOUSING  ACT,  1957 


1.  NATURAE  LIGHTING — Every  room  shall  be  adequately  lit  by 

natural  means,  i.e.  there  shall  be  a  glass  area  of  not  less  than 
one-tenth  of  the  area  of  the  floor  and,  as  far  as  practicable, 
every  passage,  hall  and  stair-case  shall  be  adequately  lit  by 
natural  means. 

2.  VENTILATION — Every  room  and  staircase  shall  be  ventilated  in 

accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  building  byelaws. 

3.  WATER  SUPPLY — A  satisfactory  piped  water  supply  off  the  main 

shall  be  provided  within  the  house,  so  that  each  occupant  has 
free  access  to  such  a  supply  on  the  floor  of  which  he  occupies, 
the  whole  or  part,  or  within  a  reasonable  distance  on  the  floor 
above  or  below  that  floor. 


4.  SANITARY  CONVENIENCE — Suitable  sanitary  conveniences  shall 
be  provided  and  available  to  every  occupant  not  more  than  one 
floor  above  or  below  where  he  lives ;  the  minimum  provision 
shall  be  1  w.c.  for  6  persons  of  either  sex  or  1  w.c.  for  10 
persons  of  the  same  sex.  The  w.c.  compartments  to  be  main¬ 
tained  at  all  times  in  a  sanitary  condition  with  adequate  arti¬ 
ficial  and  natural  lighting  and  natural  ventilation. 


5.  FACILITIES  FOR— STORAGE  OF  FOOD— Every  tenant  shall  have 
free  access  to  an  adequate  ventilated  foodstore,  affording  pro¬ 
tection  from  dust  and  flies,  suitably  and  conveniently  situated; 
each  family  shall  have  a  separate  foodstore. 

PREPARATION  OF  FOOD — A  properly  fitted  and  satisfactory  sink 
to  which  water  is  laid  on  shall  be  freely  available  to  every  tenant, 
not  more  than  one  floor  removed  from  the  floor  which  he  occu¬ 
pies,  with  draining  board  and  table  suitably  placed;  provided 
that  not  more  than  8  single  tenants  or  not  more  than  2  families 
shall  share  such  facilities. 

COOKING  OF  FOOD — A  satisfactory  cooker  shall  be  suitably  and 
conveniently  situated  and  readily  accessible  for  each  tenant, 
but  shall  not  be  shared  by  more  than  4  tenants ;  each  family 
shall  have  a  separate  cooker. 


6.  PREVENTION  OF  OVERCROWDING — Where  accommodation  is 
occupied  by  families,  there  shall  be  proper  separation  of  sexes, 
and  the  number  of  occupants  shall  not  exceed  the  following  for 
rooms  with  a  floor  area  exceeding  110  sq.  ft. : —

Where  accommodation  is  let  to  individual  persons  and  the  rooms 
have  a  floor  area  exceeding  110  sq.  ft.  the  permitted  number  shall  allow 
55  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space  for  each  person,  the  occupants  of  each  room  to 
be  of  the  same  sex. 


In  every  case  where  a  room  has  a  floor  area  less  than  110  sq.  ft.  the 
overcrowding  standard  fixed  by  the  Housing  Act,  1957  shall  apply. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  casuals  continuing  to  occupy  the  two  registered 
common  lodging  houses  remains  little  changed  from  previous  years, 
and  only  about  forty  per  cent,  of  the  registered  accommodation  is 
utilised.

87  visits  were  made  to  registered  common  lodging  houses. 

The  Owner  occupier  of  the  registered  premises  numbers  7  and  9 
Clerke  Street  voluntarily  closed  this  house  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
displaced  lodgers  appear  to  have  been  adequately  occommodated  in  the 
remaining  registered  lodging  houses  and  Old  People’s  Hostels.  Evidence 
indicates  that  one  registered  house  can  accommodate  those  who  nor¬ 
mally  frequent  such  premises.  The  remaining  premises  continues  to 
be  successively  improved  voluntarily  by  the  owner.  There  is  a  need 
for  one  of  this  type  of  premises  in  the  Borough. 


TENTS,  VANS,  AND  SHEDS. 

The  Borough  was  generally  free  from  inhabited  tents,  vans  or 
sheds  other  than  those  caravans  arriving  for  the  short  period  of  the 
Bury  Fairs  and  the  visit  of  the  Century  Theatre.  These  caravans  were 
visited  on  68  occasions  during  their  stay  in  the  Borough. 

The  use  of  caravans  for  human  habitation  within  the  Borough  is 
controlled  by  the  provisions  of  Section  143,  Bury  Corporation  Act,  1932. 
The  use  of  these  powers  w7as  resorted  to,  to  deal  with  four  cases,  of 
unauthorised  use  of  land  for  stationing  of  caravans  for  temporary  habi¬ 
tation.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

An  immunising  Clinic  is  held  weekly  for  this  purpose. 
The  majority  of  these  children  are  done  when  they  have  reached 
one  year  of  age.  On  admission  to  School  the  School  Medical 
Service  attempt  to  obtain  immunisation  for  those  not  already  done 
in  infancy,  and  get  a  reinforcing  dose  given  on  admission  to 
School  to  those  who  are  immunised  in  infancy. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  by  general  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  was  175  under  5  years  of  age,  17  of  school  age,  and  70 
reinforcing  doses  of  all  ages.  The  others  shown  in  the  tables 
have  been  done  by  the  Local  Authority  doctors.

Disinfection. — A  Sparkhall  Disinfector  for  disinfection  of  bed¬ 
ding,  clothing,  etc.,  is  housed  at  the  Ambulance  Depot.  A  letter 
and  book  disinfector  is  installed  in  the  Health  Department  which 
is  mainly  used  for  the  disinfection  of  public  library  books  which 
have  been  in  contact  with  infectious  disease.

One  of  the  most  striking-  chang-es  in  epidemiology  since  the 
war  has  been  the  recession  of  tuberculosis.  Bury  has  shared  in 
this  happy  event. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  last  five  years  is  the  lowest 
recorded  for  both  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  other  tuberculosis 
diseases. 


Alter  Care. 

Patients  discharged  from  sanatorium  are  kept  in  touch  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  visitors.  The  patients  also  attend 
the  dispensary  for  regular  examinations.  Employers  were  con¬ 
tacted  regarding  finding  discharged  patients  suitable  occupa¬ 
tion.  Co-operation  has  been  made  with  the  District  Re-habilitation 
Officer.  Various  house  owners  were  approached  in  order  to 
obtain  improved  accommodation  for  persons  who  had  completed 
their  sanatorium  treatment,  and  three  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee,  and  1  provided  with  alternative  accom¬ 
modation,  1  refused  the  alternative  accommodation  offered,  and 
1  was  still  awaiting  re-housing. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Bury  Family  Welfare  Association, 
which  has  helped  tuberculosis  patients  by  grants  of  food,  clothing 
etc.,  during  1959. 


Home  Visits  by  L.A.  Nurses. 

832  visits  were  paid  by  specially  trained  tuberculosis  nurses. 
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Public  Health  (Prevent ion  ct  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  among  employees  in  the  milk  trade 
was  notified  during  the  year ;  no  action  in  this  respect,  therefore, 
being  necessary. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Treatment. 

Patients  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the 
Bury  General  Hospital  Out-Patients  Department.  The  Clinic 
sessions  are  as  follows  : —

Incidence. — There  has  been  an  increase  during  the  year  in 
the  incidence  of  cases  attending  at  the  Bury  V.D.  Clinic. 

There  were  198  new  cases  compared  with  185  last  year  who 
had  1,878  consultations  with  the  medical  officers,  compared 
with  2,036  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  attendances 
for  intermediate  treatment  increased  to  193  from  87.  The  number 
of  specimens  examined  by  the  M.O.  at  the  Clinic  was  83. 

Of  the  new  cases  attending  25  were  Syphilis,  49  Gonorrhoea, 
and  124  other  conditions.  The  figures  are  slightly  more  than 
those  of  last  year.  The  continued  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
Gonorrhoea  has  been  experienced  in  other  places  in  the  country 
this  year. 

Bury  residents  accounted  for  48%  of  the  new  cases  attending 
the  Clinic.

SECTION  7, 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Health  Visiting. 

The  primary  function  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  educational  in 
health  matters  and  giving-  social  advice. 

In  Bury  we  are  greatly  hampered  in  this  work  by  the  lack 
of  trained  Health  Visitors  so  that  it  is  only  possible  to  deal  with 
urgent  day  to>  day  problems  and  concentrate  on  certain  special 
projects.  The  most  disturbing  feature  of  this  year’s  report  is 
the  unsatisfactory  infantile  mortality  figure.  This  will  need  con¬ 
centrated  effort  from  all  sections  of  the  Health  Service  and  the 
Health  Visitor  must  help  in  concentrating  on  the  ante-natal  and 
very  early  period  after  birth.  The  extension  of  Health  Visiting 
to  all  ages  has,  without  any  corresponding  increase  in  staff,  ten¬ 
ded  to  starve  this  period  of  development  from  attention. 

Increased  use  of  the  services  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  being 
made  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  the  area. 

The  following  table  shows  the  nature  of  the  visits  paid  and 
indicates  the  gradual  extension  of  work  to  the  old  people.

Supply  of  Dried  Milks,  etc. 

Welfare  foods  under  the  Government  Welfare  Foods  Scheme 
were  available  at  each  Child  Welfare  Session  at  the  four  Child 
Welfare  Centres.  The  main  distribution  centre  is  at  The  Wylde, 
every  afternoon.  The  Authority  has  arranged  also  for  certain 
proprietory  dried  milks  and  nutriments  to  be  on  sale  at  Child 
Welfare  Centres.

The  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal  Clinics  have  been  staffed  by 
a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  and  the  Municipal 
Midwives.  Cases  requiring  further  investigation  have  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Hospital  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Fairfield  General 
Hospital  for  a  specialist  opinion.  Reports  of  all  results  of  speci- 
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mens  taken  etc.  at  the  Clinics  are  forwarded  to  the  medical 
practitioner.  A  special  card  for  “two-way”  use  is  supplied  and 
completed  at  the  Clinics.  Few  of  these  cards  are  returned  by  the 
practitioner. 

A  physiotherapist  was  available  at  the  Wylde  Clinic.  96 
patients  attended  for  ante-natal  relaxation  exercises,  making  a 
total  of  566  attendances.  This  clinic  has  become  deservedly  popu¬ 
lar  with  expectant  mothers.  Talks  are  also  given  here  by  the 
Superintendent  Nursing  Officer. 

Blood  tests  were  taken  of  all  patients  attending  the  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics.  The  following  are  the  results  : —

In  addition,  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  at  Fairfield  General  Hospital.  The  number  of  expectant 
mothers  who  attended  these  Clinics  was  375,  and  5,665  attend¬ 
ances  were  made.  Also  388  post-natal  attendances  were  made 
by  436  patients. 

Maternity  outfits  are  kept  at  each  Clinic  and  also  at  Mid¬ 
wives’  residences,  for  supplying  to  expectant  mothers  in  all  domi¬ 
ciliary  confinements. 


Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Each  midwife  has  an  area  of  the  town  and  resides  in  her 
area.  She  attends  ante-natal  clinics  on  a  rota,  normally  at  the 
ante-natal  clinic  at  which  her  patients  are  attending,  and  also 
visits  the  patients  at  home  for  ante-natal  supervision.  Transport 
from  the  Ambulance  Depot  is  supplied  in  case  of  urgency,  or  at 
night  after  the  bus  service  has  ceased  to  run.  Car  allowances 
are  provided  for  those  midwives  with  cars. 

The  supervision  of  midwives  is  carried  out  by  members  of 
the  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

There  is  close  co-operation  with  general  practitioners  under¬ 
taking'  maternity  medical  services. 
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The  midwives  receive  pupil  midwives  from  the  local  training 
hospital  (Fairfield  General  Hospital).  Twelve  pupil  mid  wives 
have  been  taken  for  training. 


Women  whose  confinement  in  hospital  is  recommended  on 
social  grounds,  are  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  the  Hospital.  All  cases  so  selected  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  have  been  accepted  by  the  Hospital. 


Midwives. — The  number  of  midwives  registered  as  practising 
during  1959  was  32.  Of  these  three  were  Municipal  Midwives, 
27  were  midwives  at  the  Fairfield  General  Hospital,  and  2  were 
in  private  practice. 

Municipal  Midwives. — Three  Municipal  Midwives  (full-time) 
were  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.  Since  the  Municipal 
midwives  have  been  in  the  Corporation’s  employ  they  have 
assisted  at  the  Municipal  ante-  and  post-natal  clinics,  and  are  pre¬ 
sent  with  any  of  their  patients  attending.  During  the  holiday 
period  unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  obtain  an  additional 
midwife  for  relief  purposes.  The  number  of  cases  attended  by 
these  midwives  during  the  year  was : —

Midwives  are  on  call  for  their  own  cases  and  for  cases  of 
other  midwives  who  are  off  duty,  night  and  day  except  for  one 
day  off  per  week  and  one  week-end  off  per  month  when  they  are 
relieved  by  a  midwife  who  is  on  duty.  There  is  no  night  duty 
rota  as  such.  When  a  midwife  is  on  duty  she  takes  night  and 
day  cases. 


All  Midwives  are  equipped  and  trained  with  Gas  and  Air 
Analgesia  apparatus.  This  was  administered  to  8  patients. 
Trilene  Equipment  is  supplied  to  each  midwife,  and  was  adminis¬ 
tered  in  191  cases.  Trilene  has  rapidly  replaced  gas  and  air 
in  popularity  since  its  introduction. 


No  charge  is  made  for  the  services  of  midwives.  Maternity 
Outfits  also  are  provided  free  by  the  Local  Authority.

Orthopaedic  Clinic. — Arrangements  are  in  force  for  cases  to 
be  referred  to  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Whitefield.  In-patient  treat¬ 
ment  is  provided  under  the  scheme  if  necessary  at  the  Biddulph 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  at  Aneoats  Hospital,  Manchester,  and  at 
Marple  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

There  were  no  new  cases  referred  by  the  C.W.  Centre.  Three 
cases  attended  the  Whitefield  Clinic,  and  had  3  consultations  with 
the  surgeon.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  —  There  were  no  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified. 


Care  of  Premature  Infants  (Circular  20/44). — Arrangements 
are  in  force  for  dealing  with  Premature  Infants.  Equipment, 
including  cots,  heated  basket  with  oxygen  supply,  blankets,  baby 
jackets,  etc.,  has  been  provided,  and  a  health  visitor 
is  responsible  for  visiting  premature  infants  immediately 
notification  is  received  from  the  midwife  concerned.  The  local 
hospitals  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  premature 
infants  are  discharged.  A  premature  infant  unit  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  a  Pediatrician  is  available  at  Fairfield  General  Hospital. 

During  1959  the  number  of  babies  notified  who  weighed 
5^  lbs.  or  less  at  birth  was  54.  The  majority  (45)  of  these  were 
born  in  hospital.  The  number  of  cases  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor  in  the  home  was  40,  to  whom  88  visits  were  made. 

There  were  also  13  premature  still-births,  11  of  which  were 
born  in  hospital. 
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Illegitimate  Children.  The  Health  Visitors  pay  special 
attention  to  illegitimate  births,  and  make  frequent  visits  to  these 
cases.  The  Council  subsidises  the  local  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Council,  whose  Social  Worker  visits  unmarried  mothers. 

Infantile  IV3 ortality . — The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  Bury 
was  31.05  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  22  per  1,000  live 
births  for  England  and  Wales.  This  year’s  figure  is  very  un¬ 
satisfactory.  Even  taking  an  average  of  the  last  five  years  the 
rate  is  high  at  27. 

If  we  analyse  the  cause  of  death  of  the  30  children  who  died 
under  the  age  of  one  year  we  find  that  13  took  place  during  the 
first  day,  another  7  within  the  first  week,  another  4  within  the 
second  and  third  months,  and  the  remaining  G  in  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year. 

Of  the  causes  of  death  11  were  certified  as  primarily  due  to 
prematurity,  6  to  pulmonary  syndrome,  5  congenital  deformities, 
3  were  haemolytic  in  origin,  4  from  asphyxia  and  1  was  due  to 
subarachnoid  haemorrhage. 

To  deal  with  this  problem  with  the  preponderance  of  peri¬ 
natal  deaths  it  is  necessary  to  concentrate  more  attention  on 
antenatal  and  midwifery  care  as  well  as  on  the  child  welfare 
service.  The  hospital  and  general  practitioner  services  are 
vitally  interested  in  these  problems  and  only  an  all-out  effort  on 
the  tripartite  front  of  the  health  services  will  succeed  in  dealing 
with  this  problem. 

The  Still-birth  Rate  is  also  high  in  Bury,  26.21  this  year 
compared  with  a  five-year  average  of  25.76. 


Instruction  in  Mothercraft. — No  classes  were  held  during  the 
year  for  the  girls  from  the  Senior  Schools. 


Dental  Treatment. — During  1959  it  was  possible  only  to  use 
a  small  portion  of  the  School  Dental  Officer’s  time  for  the  dental 
care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children.  Not 
until  a  permanent  second  dental  surgeon  is  obtained  can  this 
service  be  satisfactory. 

The  dental  surgery  at  The  Wylde  Clinic  is  to  be  re-equipped 
with  modern  units  next  year.

One  block  at  Castlecroft  Nursery  is  fitted  with  small  cots 
for  eight  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  central  block 
accommodates  10  children  between  one  and  two  years  of  age, 
and  the  third  block  accommodates  20  children  between  2  and  5 
years  of  age. 
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During  1959  Medical  Officers  paid  50  visits  to  the  nursery, 
and  made  91  examinations  of  children. 


This  Nursery  is  a  training  nursery  for  Nursery  Nurses. 


The  Health  Committee  increased  the  charge  to  13/6  per 
child  per  day  as  from  1st  April,  1959.  The  immediate  result  was 
fewer}  children  in  the  nursery  and  up  to  August  there  was  no 
waiting  list.  Since  then  a  waiting  list  has  gradually  accumulated. 


Breakfasts  are  now  made  on  the  premises  by  the  staff  and 
are  not  taken  from  the  Cooking  Centre  as  before.

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

The  staffing-  and  general  arrangements  of  this  Service  have 
been  given  in  previous  reports.  Revised  proposals  have  been 
prepared  for  submission  in  1960  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 
The  main  development  suggested  is  the  provision  of  a  new  occu¬ 
pation  centre  where  separation  into  junior  and  adult  sections 
can  take  place  and  the  provision  of  a  new  adult  training  centre. 
It  is  proposed  that  these  buildings  should  be  erected  as  one 
scheme  on  a  new  site.  Proposals  for  a  residential  hostel  for 
this  Service  have  also  been  agreed. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  our  experience  of  close  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  hospital  services.  Our  female  mental  health  worker 
spends  two  sessions  weekly  working  at  the  hospitals  of  the  Bury 
and  Rossendale  Group  as  their  Social  Worker  and  the  male 
mental  health  worker  regularly  attends  meetings  at  hospitals  with 
their  psychiatric  staff.  A  psychiatric  club,  held  on  Local  Author¬ 
ity  clinic  premises  is  now  in  operation.  The  majority  of  those 
attending  are  patients  who  have  been  discharged  from  hospital. 
Both  hospital  and  local  authority  staff  help  in  running  this  club. 

No  duties  have  been  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 

Suitable  patients  have  been  admitted  to  the  psychiatric  wards 
at  Fairfield  General  Hospital  as  day  patients.  They  have  been 
conveyed  by  the  Ambulance  Service  where  transport  has  been 
required. 

Informal  admissions  to  the  psychiatric  wards  have  been  ar¬ 
ranged  as  envisaged  in  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959.  Regular 
case  conferences  with  the  consulting  psychiatrist  are  held  at  the 
Fairfield  General  Hospital.

The  screening  and  preliminary  examination  of  many  suspected 
subnormal  children  is  done  at  either  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or 
the  School  Clinic.  Many  of  these  children  first  come  to  notice 
either  when  they  are  brought  by  their  parents,  referred  by  Head 
Teachers  or  sent  to  us  for  investigation  by  their  own  doctors. 
The  Educational  Psychologist  and  the  School  Medical  Officers 
have  considerable  experience  in  this  field  and  offer  great  assist¬ 
ance.  A  number  of  children  with  behaviour  problems,  educational 
subnormality,  or  mental  illness  have  been  investigated  and  passed 
on  to  the  appropriate  agencies  for  treatment.  The  services  of  a 
psychiatrist,  and  especially  a  child  psychiatrist,  on  the  staff,  would 
be  an  invaluable  aid. 


Account  of  work  undertaken  in  the  community.

Ascertainment  of  Severely  Sub-Normal  Patients. 

There  are  135  severely  sub-normal  cases  on  the  register.  This 
gives  a  rate  of  2.32  per  thousand  population.  The  majority  of 
these  cases  have  previously  been  ascertained  by  Medical  Officers 
in  the  School  Health  Service. 


Occupation  Centre. 

An  Occupation  Centre  (at  Alston  Street)  provided  facilities 
for  34  pupils  whose  average  attendance  throughout  the  year  has 
been  27.  Mid-day  meals  are  provided  at  a  charge  of  6d.  per 
day,  and  milk  is  supplied  to  children  of  school  age.  Free  meals 
are  granted  in  special  cases.  A  Christmas  Party  has  been  held 
during'  the  year.  Male  adults  are  now  trained  in  woodwork, 
metal-work,  gardening  and  light  handicrafts. 

The  Staff  consists  of  one  female  Supervisor,  one  female 
assistant,  one  part-time  male  assistant,  a  female  worker,  who 
assists  in  the  preparation  of  meals,  and  a  part-time  Caretaker. 

A  sitting  case  ambulance  transports  those  attending  at  the 
Occupation  Centre  from  convenient  points  on  the  main  roads  to 
the  Centre  in  the  morning,  and  takes  them  back  in  the  afternoon. 
No  charge  is  made  for  this  Service.

Nineteen 
family  cases  previously  reported  have  been  considered.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  children  involved  is  63,  of  which  53  are  of  school  age.  The 
Committee  has  afforded  opportunity  for  the  various  cases  to  be 
discussed,  and  in  some,  collective  action  to  bei  taken,  in  other 
cases  in  order  to  prevent  reduplication  of  effort  it  has  been  decided 
which  is  the  most  appropriate  department  to  take  over  supervisory 
charge  of  the  case.  A  meeting  once  every  two  months  appears 
to  be  able  to  deal  adequately  with  the  cases  referred. 
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
